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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The added limitation regarding calculating a score of a concatenation of first and second selected words has 
not been previously clainned, and thus, would require further search and/or consideration. The examiner further notes that while such 
claim amendments may overcome the prior art of record, the amendments may raise an issue of new matter. More specifically, the 
specification appears to indicate that concatenation is utilized in determining a language model score for selecting a first word in a pre- 
selection step. This concatenation is based on a previous word in the case of a bi-gram language model (i.e., probability of a word given 
a previous word) or two previous words in the case of a tri-gram language model (i.e., probability of a word given the two previous words) 
(Pages 34-35). While concatenation does appear to be utilized in updating a word string of a speech input during processing (an arc 
connecting a previous word (node) and a word (node) under consideration) and in determining the finalized word string (Page 39), it does 
not appear to involve a first selected word and a second selected word. Rather, the second selected word appears to be an alternative 
recognition candidate to the first selected word (selected based on acoustic and language model scores) and is based upon parts of 
speech having short ennunciation times (Pages 35-36). The specification makes no mention of any type of concatenation processing 
between these alternate recognition candidates (selected words. Pages 37-38), especially in finalizing a word stirng. Also, the selection 
of first and seconds words appears to involve determining possible input words for a node under consideration (i.e., first possible words 
and second possible words), rather than the direct selection of different words within the input speech, as is presently claimed. Thus, the 
current claim amendments may raise a new matter issue.
